Denton, Tex., April 18.—"Most 
of 
our Texas houaewlves do not 
know 
how to can vegetables and have be­ 
come discouraged in doing this neces­ 
sary and really simple work,’’ 
says 
Miss I Aura F. New Ie, of the domestic 
science departm ent of the College of 
Industrial Arts, who will conduct the 
first course In canning and preserving 
offered by the college in connection 
with its regular summ er session, be­ 
ginning June I. 
"Many of us who are 
trying to reduce household expendi­ 
tures as much aa possible have tried 
for Instance th# canning of henna, but 
not finding successful methods have 
given up the plan. 
Others have been 
partially 
successful 
by the use of 
acids and preservatives. These, how­ 
ever, are wholly unnecessary. 
The 
use of scientific methods in canning 
and preservnig will leave no need for 
their use." 
For the caunlng of vegetables In the 
home, Miss Neale advocates the inter­ 
m ittent method, which means boiling 
of the fruit or vegetable one day to 
kill some of the bacteria and encour 
ng* the growth of other forma, cook 
log the next day to kill these and then 
again th* third day to make absolute­ 
ly certain the destruction of even the 
m o s t heil resisting 
spores. 
Some 
fundam ental work in bacteriology will 
necessarily be in the course, explain­ 
ing tho decay of fruits and vegetables, 
and suggesting prevents# measures.
